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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . New claims 1 4, 1 5 have been added. Claims 1 - 1 2, 1 4, 1 5 are pending. 

Election 

2. Applicants election with traverse of example 58, particularly X=sulfur and Rl 
=benzopyrimidine is noted. The elected invention has been examined. 

Further, the search has been expanded and the following searched: X=sulfiir; Rl as 
defined in cliam 1 presented 7/14/2005; R2a/R3/R4 as defined in claim 1 presented 7/14/2005; 
S=0-5. 

3. Claim 9, that limits X=oxygen, is withdrawn. Claims 14, 15 that contain species where 
X=oxygen are withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

4. The rejection of claims 1,11,12 under 35 USC 112, 2 nd paragraph, has been dropped as 
the claims have been amended. 

5. The rejection of claim 1,12 under 35 USC 112, 1 st paragraph, has been dropped as the 
claims have been amended. 

6. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. 

The claim contains the terms 'acid' and 'ester 5 which are ambiguous. The metes and 
bounds of the terms cannot be ascertained. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on sale in this 
country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

7. Claims 1, 4,10,1 1,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gellibert CA 137:169512 (page 29/30 of the search notes) that teach species according to the 
invention. Note X=sulfur; R4=NH2 ; Rl=pyridine substituted with Br (halo). The compounds 
are transforming growth factor-beta inhibitors. 
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8. Claims 1,5,10,1 1,12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Gellibert et al CA 137:16951 1 (page 30/31 of the search notes) that teach species according to 
the invention. Note X=sulfur; R4=NH2 ; Rl=naphthyridine or Rl =quinoline. The compounds 
are transforming growth factor-beta inhibitors. 




Claim Objections 

9. Claims 2,3,6-8, are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but would 
be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim 
and any intervening claims.

10. Transforming growth factor beta (TGF-beta) is known to accelerate wound healing, 
reduce scarring and prevent fibrosis. See O'Kane et al, Review Transforming Growth Factor s 
and Wound Healing, Int. J. Biochem. Cell Biol. 29(1), 1997, pp.63-78, abstract, page 71 2 nd full 
paragraph. 

TGF-beta is known to be linked to diabetic nephropathy. See Kidney International, Vol. 
54 (1998), pp 1390-1391, particularly page 1390 column 2 last paragraph.
